What is the most revolutionary 
force in the world today—com­ 
munism, socialism or atomic en­ 
ergy? 
Most people would say commun­ 
ism, or perhaps the terrible pow­ 
er of the atom bomb. But Clem D. 
Johnston, a vice president of the 
Chamber 
of Commerce 
of 
the 
United States, believes none of 
these answers the question. Next 


to to Christianity itself, he said in 
a recent radio address, competitive 
capitalism is the world’s greatest 
revolutionary force. 
Johnston summarized his reas­ 
oning this way: 
Capitalism is relatively new in 
the world. It is basically A meri­ 
can. Europe distrusts capitalism 
and restricts its practice by gov­ 
ernment-sanctioned cartels. A car­ 
tel is an elaborate combination of 
independent 
enterprises 
in 
the 
same branch of production. It is 
designed to regulate prices and 
restrict competition. The ineffi­ 
cient or high-cost operator and 
the inefficient and high-cost w ork­ 
er are thus protected. The basic 
aim is security. 
Capitalism has a radically dif­ 
ferent aim. It is free competition, j 
governed only by the laws of de- , 
mand and supply. It offers the 
g re a te r reward to him who makes 
or sells the best products at the i 
lowest price. 
This conflict between the old | 
established order and America’s , 
competitive capitalism, Johnston ! 
said, explains in part why this I 
country is in difficulty here and 
abroad. Capitalism contains the 
seeds of revolution. It th re a ten s; 
the old established order. 
But another part of our diffi- j 
culty, Johnston said, is the oppo­ 
sition to capitalism even in Am er­ 
ica. While we preach free enter- 1 
prise, a startlingly large number 
of people in government and out 
of it, oppose capitalism. They too, j 
prefer security to individual en ­ 
terprise. Like the peoples of the 
old world they argue that govern­ 
ment can do more for a man than 
he can do for himself; that security 
can 
be guaranteed 
by planned 
economy. 
To show how misleading are j 
these beliefs, Johnston told the j 
following anecdote: 
Once upon a time, two fleas 
settled down on a large, h e a lt h y 
dog. With an abundance of food 
and shelter, the fleas multiplied 
prodigiously. Finally, the dog, u n ­ 
able to maintain this extra tax on 
his system, crawled away and died. 
The fleas were panicked. They ran 
from the tip of his nose to the tip 
of his tail shouting, “The economic 
system is broken down.” The fat, 
lazy ones were so overcome that 
they laid down and died. Some of 
the more enterprising fleas tried to 
thumb a rick on the back of a 
passing dog. But they had no luck.

Old people usually have hardening oi the arteries, includ­ 
ing those of the brain. This means a reduction in nourish­ 
m ent for the brain. Make sure they are not anemic and 
then give them the psychological tonic of guests, conver­ 
sation about old times, and inquiries about their childhood. 
Take them to family reunions, too, even though they are 
frail and semi-invalids. 


Case F-359: My Grandma Crane 
died at 95. During the last few 
years she was confined to her 
chair most of the time and had 
been failing in both her vision and 
hearing. 
She was restless at night and 
often awakened in a mental fog. 
She would talk aloud to herself 
and even show brief periods of ap­ 
parent irrationality. 
But w hen my father and mother 
would visit her, she would be quite 
rational. 
My 
aunt 
complained 
about her talkativeness and the 
wild stories that she told, but 
Grandma would be quite lucid 
whenever she had eompanv. 
“You must think I am a fibber,” 
my aunt finally explained, “for 
when you folks come down for a 
visit, she is always perfectly well 
behaved and rational.” 


Sluggish Brain 
As our grandparents grow elder­ 
ly, they tend to have hardening 
of the arteries. This arterioscler­ 
osis, as it is technically named, re­ 
duces 
the 
nourishment 
of 
the 
brain. 
Elderly people thus may have 
fits of irrationality, and talk aloud 
at night as if they are in a dream. 
A friend recently called me to 
look at her aged mother who is 
past 80. 
“Mother 
is 
irrational 
in 
the 
morning,” this friend explained. 
“She may even accuse me of pois­ 
oning her food for she develops all 
6orts of delusions. 
MBut after lunch she seems to be 
perfectly normal and to have for­ 
gotten her illogical talk of the 
morning. 
“And ii guests come in, even 
during the morning, she may be 
quite rational and pleasant. Dr. 
Crane, how do you account for her 
afternoon rationality following her 


morning irrationality?” 
Tonics For Old Brains 
This lady reacts to guests, much 
as my grandm other would pep up 
when she was visited by friends 
and relatives. 
The presence of visitors is a 
mental and emotional tonic to ev­ 
erybody. It speeds up the heart 
beat and raises the blood pressure. 
These two physiological effects 
produce an increased blood flow to 
the brain. It the latter has been 
somewhat arteriosclerotic and has 
thus lacked enough food or oxygen 
to function rationally, the tonic of 
having guests in the house may 
be just enough to produce the de- | 
sired change. 
A certain m inim um amount of 
blood to the brain is always nec­ 
essary for rationality. If this m in­ 
imum is not met with, we are j 
asleep, or dream or talk irration­ 
ally. 
A fainting person can thus be 1 
restored to consciousness by low- ! 
ering the head and adding more 
blood to the brain. 
An iron tonic for the red blood 
corpuscles may also help remedy 
the situation, especially if the eld­ 
erly persons are anemic, as they 
usually are. 
But purely psychological tonics, 
such as guests, will likewise raise 
the blood supply flowing through 
the brain and often bring a tem ­ 
porarily confused disoriented adult 
back to rationality. 
Pep I p Grandparents 
In the early morning a person’s 
blood sugar level is also low. An 
elderly person thus profits great­ 
ly by coffee or tea in the morning 
and sweet rolls or other sugar 
foods. 
The caffeine prods the heart into 
greater activity during tne usual 
morning sluggishness, while the 
sugar is quickly absorbed into the 
blood stream tor quick energy. 
When with your grandparents, 
moreover, talk about old times. 
Ask them about their childhood. ! 
Tease them and joke with them. 
\ 
And insist that they attend fam- j 
ily reunions, as i always did with 
my grandmother, for these are the ; 
psychological methods for prod­ 
ding them into emotional 
xcite- 
ment 
and 
thus greater mental j 
alertness. 
Let them be happy in their old 
age. It’s better for them to d i e : 
happy than to live sad!

Missouri has had almost a year’s 
experience with its new driver’s 
license law. The record shows that 
the law has helped to get danger- j 
ous drivers oft the road, but it still I 
contains a flaw. 
Olen B. Curtis, who administers 1 
the law for the State Revenue Di- , 
rector, says the measure should 
allow suspension of licenses for 
first offenses. He will ask the Leg­ 
islature to permit the state to with­ 
hold a license in serious cases of 
reckless driving. 
This change touches m e under­ 
lying intent of driver's license leg­ 
islation. For licenses are less im­ 
portant in the way they are issued 
than in the way they are suspend­ 
ed or revoked. All the driving tests 
in the world do not make a license 
a guarantee of good driving. The 
really dangerous driver shows up 
on the road, and then the licens 


represents authority to put him 
off the road. 
The new law certainly allows 
for this. A license must be re­ 
voked 
for 
drunken 
driving 
or 
manslaughter in use of an auto­ 
mobile. A license must be suspend­ 
ed for a period after three convic­ 
tions of careless driving within 
two years. Driver’s convictions are 
r< ported by the courts to Jefferson 
City, where many revocations and 
suspensions become mandatory. 
But still the new law is not 
stringent enough, as Gov. Smith 
noted when he signed it. He point­ 
ed 
to 
improvements 
over 
the 
meaningless old 25-cent license. 
But he added that even the old law 
permitted suspension of licenses in 
serious first-offense eases, while 
the new one did not. 
A year's record shows what thi 
means. Revocations have increas­ 
ed, from 156 last year to 461 un ­ 
der the new law this year. But at 
the same time, only 653 license 
were suspended this year, com­ 
pared to 1560 last year. Judge:,
